REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . With respect to the "English language translation" filed on 4/3/04 in accordance 
with MPEP§ 201.15, the rejection has been withdrawn. 

2. After a further review of the restriction requirement, all the claims are allowable 
because independent claims 2, 5, 7, 14 and 21 contain allowable subject matters in 
allowed claim 28. Therefore, claims 1-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in 
claims 1,2,4, 5, 7, 14, 21 , 25, 27 and 28. 

As to claims 1 , 4, 7, and 28, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render limitations "a calculating unit for calculating ... said 
coordinate transformation information including a position of the axis of rotation" 
and "a processing unit for synthesizing at least some of the plurality of shape 
data in accordance with the calculated coordinate transformation information", in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 1 , 4, 7, and 28. 

As to claims 2, 5, 14, and 21 , the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render limitations "a calculating unit for calculating ... 
said coordinate transformation information including an angle of rotation of 
object about the axis of rotation" and "a processing unit for synthesizing at least 
some of the plurality of shape data in accordance with the calculated coordinate

transformation information", in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 2, 
5, 14, and 21. 

As to claims 25, and 27, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render limitations "calculating means for calculating coordinate 
transformation information based upon a plurality of shape data obtained from 
different points of view of the object obtained by the measuring means" and 
"synthesizing means for synthesizing at least some of the plurality of shape data 
in accordance with the calculated coordinate transformation information", in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 25 and 27.
